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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-28 are pending in the application. 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group II in the reply filed on January 23, 
2006 is acknowledged. However, as stated in the last office action if Groups II, III or IV 
were elected further restriction may be required. An attempt to run a search of the 
applicants' elected Group II was done to no avail and thus the following election of 
species is set forth below. 

Claims 14-28 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on January 23, 2006.
